William Sanborn of the Primary School; Raymond Pettengill and 
Roberta Dunning of the Grammar School; and Bernard Vining of the 
High School were not absent for any session during the year ending 
in June, 1942. 

The following pupils were not absent for the fall term of fourteen 
weeks which ended December 18th, 1942: Joan Cook, David Hutch- 
inson, Gladys Plaisted, Jean Sanborn, Richard White, Daphne Conant, 
William Sanborn and Jeannine White of the Primary School; Rachel 
Blodgett, Audrey Pettengill, Roberta Dunning, Wilma Proctor, and 
Romaine Winter of the Grammar School; Eleanor Joyce Cook of the

High School. William Sanborn and Roberta Dunning have not been 
absent a session for 51 consecutive weeks. Highest honors for atten- 
dance have been won by William Sanborn, who has not missed a session 
for 87 weeks. These records do not include the present winter term. 

This matter of attendance should receive more thought and care 
than is generally given, and it is clearly a matter that should be of 
special interest to parents for they are directly responsible for more than 
three-fourths of the absences. The children who come to school a few 
days, and then remain away a few, cause much trouble. Such chil- 
dren are behind in their work for they cannot possibly keep up with 
their respective grades when they are absent so much. They increase 
the teachers’ work because they must receive special attention and be 
given special lessons until they are able to keep up with the regular 
work of the grades. ue baie 

In most cases, the parents who complain that their children are not 
getting ahead fast enough will blame the teachers and the school system, 
when the fault is due entirely to the parents’ lack of interest in the 
children’s attendance. This is especially noticeable at the end of the 
school year when the pupils are promoted to the next grade, and it is 
generally true that the child’s promotion, or failure to be promoted, 
rests almost entirely upon his regularity, or irregularity, of attendance. 


FINANCES 

The receipts in the school department have been $8,464.02, and the 
expenditures, $6,491.78, leaving a balance of $1,972.24 on hand, with 
no accounts overdrawn. 7 

The estimates for school purposes for the coming year have been 
considered very carefully by your school committee and superintendent. 
The total amount asked for is $221.29 less than the amount raised last 
ear.

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Report of the Principal of Weld 
High School 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of Weld: 


I hereby submit my report as principal of Weld High School. 

‘The school year began September 14 with 27 students enrolled, 
consisting of 12 boys and 15 girls. 21 were residents and 4 non-resi- 
dents. During the fall term there were several withdrawals so that in 
January the registration was 22, 9 boys and 13 girls. 

The commercial subjects introduced recently to the course of study 
were continued and are proving popular. 

Weld High School has an “A” rating by the State Department 
of Education. ° | ap 

The WAR has caused many changes and adjustments to most of 
the: schools of the State, and Weld High has been no exception. One of 
the results has been to forestall any attempt to maintain basketball teams 
this winter. While it might be possible to organize a baseball team in 
the spring, the conditions are not very favorable, and the prospect is 
extremely doubtful. 

Although the WAR has curtailed certain activities, it has created 
many others in which students have an opportunity to participate. 
Practically all of the students have aided in some form of Civilian De- 
fense. Many are regular watchers at the local Observation Post. The 
school assisted in the Scrap Metal Collection in the fall. At the sug- 
gestion of the State Civilian Defense Committee plans are being con- 
sidered to give to some of the students instruction in Incendiary Bomb 
Control and related topics. 

The P. T. A. has been holding regular monthly meetings. Some 
of the accomplishments of this organization have been raising money 
to secure a Service Flag for the school, and supplying school lunches. 

A check of the list of alumni shows that nearly 30 graduates and 
former students are in the Service of their Country. These are distrib- 
uted, almost literally, “all over the world”. To this list soon will be 
added the name of Lawrence Lee, the only boy of the Junior Class who 
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is under orders to report at Farmington, Feburary 9, for assignment 
for training. There is a strong possibility that some of the Seniors will. 
be called into the Service before graduation. 

The Parent-Teachers’ Association, assisted by the Farm Bureau 
has organized a system of hot lunches for those who are unable to 
return to their homes at noon. Since there are no suitable facilities at 
the school for preparing the lunches, this is being done in different 
homes. The Girls’ 4-H Club has taken over the task of bringing the 
lunch to the school and serving it. While the hot lunch service has 
been in operation only a short time, it is proving to be of great value. 

Weld is in one of the regional units of Religious Instruction directed 
by The New England Fellowship, of Boston, Mass. The very capable 
instructor, Miss Catherine McDonald of Brooklyn, New York, makes 
bi-weekly visits; the interest and response of the students are excellent; 
and the service is of undoubted benefit. ° 

The school is well supplied with a good selection of current mag- 
azines and periodicals, and a well chosen purchase of nearly twenty 
new books have been added to the library. 

In general, the quality of the school work is good, but many are 
capable of doing much better. 

The system of janitoring by some of the students works out very 
well. 

The co-operation of Mrs. Currier, the assistant teacher, has been 
excellent. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all who have contributed in any 
way to promote the efficiency and elevate the standards of the school.

South Franklin County Nursing Service 


To the Citizens of Weld: 


The fifteenth annual report of the nursing service is submitted, 
covering a period from January 1, 1942 to December 31, 1942. 

In reviewing our work for the year we are impressed by the grad- 
ual change in our program as some old procedures have been dropped 
to assume new responsibilities and duties. 

Our entrance into the war made everyone realize that health was 
one of the most important factors in winning the war, and a responsi- 
bility that we owe our community is to maintain our own health. The 
course in Nutrition was sponsored to prepare you for this. It is regret- 
ted that no instructor was available for the Home Nursing course. 

The Department of Education has decreed that the school must 
assume more responsibility and the excellent programs carried by some 
teachers must be adopted by all. This might make it appear that the 
nurse would be relieved of some routine details, to take on more im- 
portant and specific phases of health. 

The public health nurse in each community has national recogni- 

tion as the one person who has the confidence of the people and an 
-understanding of their problems. Her training in public health and 
social service is being utilized by the government, Red Cross, and other 
national agencies by making her the connecting link with the homes. 
Most of these calls are concerned with health, although there is usually 
a social aspect. 

Newspapers and magazines have told you that with the first mobili- 
zation of troops, the United States Public Health Service instituted a 
venereal disease program directed towards prevention as far as is possi- 
ble, and more adequate control than was enforced in the last war. With 
so many soldiers stationed in Maine and defense areas, another menace 
has to be met, and we have been asked to cooperate with official agen- 
cies. The cooperation we have received has been gratifying as it shows 
that the attitude of the public has changed and we now accept this as a 
public health problem instead of blindly refusing to see it in our midst. 
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The shortage of doctors and nurses has been felt by all public health 
services, and we find that it increases our responsibilities. Your nurse 
is acting as County Nurse Deputy, Emergency Medical Services, Office 
of Civilian Defense. Weld has been placed in the Wilton district, with © 
Herbert Zikel, M. D., Medical Chief, and Mrs. Shirley Spaulding, R. N., 
Local Nurse Deputy. 7 

A great deal of emphasis has been placed on the prevention of com- 
municable diseases as they are increasing and the usual home care may 
not be available. Your past response to prophylactic measures has been 
excellent with the exception that our preschool children are not properly 
protected. We urge you to observe the rules and regulations of the 
health department remembering that they are made for our protection. 

The physical examinations of high school students by Dr. Defoe, 
following the nurse’s consultation, was an important step in your health 
program. We hope you plan to repeat it and that you have carried out 
his valuable suggestions. You may wish to examine only every other 
class and add some grades for another year. 

Transportation has always been a problem and under existing con- 
ditions it is a great handicap to our corrective program in school. Due 
to this the dental clinics at the hospital were discontinued last spring. 

Weld has had some special problems this year which have taken 
considerable time, and we endeavor to carry out our usual program as 
far as war time conditions permit, but to the homes and school many 
of the minor details must be delegated. Community health will be no 
less important in 1943, and whatever your problem may be, your nurs- 
ing service is always ready to aid you in solving it.
